WASHINGTON. May 15 (Agencies) — 
President Mobutu Sese Seko of Zaire has 
re-established diplomatic relations with Isr- 
ael after a lapse of nine years, Israeli sources 
said here Friday. 

Them o ve breaks theneartotalisola tion of 
Israel among African countries. Zaire and 
Israel had close diplomatic, scientific and 
economic ties until the 1973 War when virtu- 
ally all the countries in Africa broke with 
Israel. The only exceptions were Lesotho, 
Swaziland and Malawi. 

Onachman Shai, a spokesman forthe Isra- 
eli Embassy here, hailed Zaire's turnabout as ' 
“a positive development.” He said Israel also 
was pleased with Costa Rica's decision earlier 
this week to move its embassy from Tel Aviv 
back to occupied Jerusalem. - - 
Israel seeks world acceptance of occupied 
Jerusalem as its capital. Most countries that 
deal with Israel, including the United States, 
shun occupied Jerusalem by maintaining 
their embassies in Tel Aviv, showing that 
they do not consider the control of the city a. 
settled issue. 

MobuttLsaid during a visit here in Decem- 
- ber that he was prepared to renew ties with 
Israel' but would not act until other black 
African states considered joining him. They 
did not, but after Israel's final withdrawal 

* from the Sinai, Mobutu decided io act alone, 
according to. sources who asked not to be

In Tunis, the Arab League Secretary Cha- 
dli KGbi said the transfer of the Costa Rican 
Embassy to occupied Jerusalem was a provo- 
cative and "a flagrant violation of U.N. resol- 
utions and international law.'’

U.K.forces raid airstrip 


LONDON. May 15 (Agencies) — British 
forces raided an Argentine -held airstrip on 
the Falkland Islands Friday night, destroying 
aircraft and ammunition, the Defense Minis- 
try said Saturday. 

A to inistry spokesman described the attack 
as “a raid and not an invasion," indicating 
that it may have been tbe first assault on the 
Falkiands involving British ground forces. 

Military analysts believed the attack was 
carried out by British commandos. Ministry 
spokesman John Wright said the airstrip was 
on Pebble Island, to the north of west Falkl- 
and. All previous raids announced by the 
Defense Ministry have been against east Fal- 
kland. 

He told reporters: “The forces concerned 
have as planned, now rejoined the task force. 
All returned safely with only two minor casu- 
alties.” It was the first time the Defense Mini- 
stry had hinted at the use of ground troops, 
although British military analysts believe that 
some British commandos have been on the 
islands for weeks. 

News of the latest military action broke a 
few hours after Britain’senvoys to the United 
Nations and Washington arrived here for 
talks with the government on the Falkiands 
peace negotiations at the UJN. 

Sir Anthony Parsons, British ambassador 
to the U.N. is briefing the government on his 
peace talks with Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar. He is expected to see Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher and Foreign 
Secretary Francis Pym Sunday. 

Talking to reporters on arrival here Satur- 
day morning, he made it clear that the conflict 
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with Argentina could quickly come to a head. 
“There will be a general expectation when 1 
get back to New York on Monday that things 
will move very rapidly one wav or another.” 
he said. 

As the crisis appeared to be reaching a 
make-or-break stage on the diplomatic front, 
the government left no doubt that it was pre- 
pared to order an invasion if negotiations 
failed. In a tough speech Friday night in 
Perth, Scotland, Mrs. Thatcher told a Conse- 
rvative Party conference that if U.N. talks 
failed “we should have to turn to the only 
other course open to us.” Speaking at Perth 
Saturday Pym gave a similar blunt warning. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet Union has stepped 
firmly into the Falkiands crisis for the first 
time, telljng Britain it is breaking internatio- 
nal law by its military actions; 

Britain's ambassador to Moscow, Sir Cur- 
tis Keeble, was summoned to the Soviet Fore- 
ign Ministry Friday and told that Moscow 
regarded Britain's imposition of exclusion 
zones in the South Atlantic as unlawful. 

A statement read to the ambassador by 
Vladimir Suslov, head of the ministry's sec- 
ond European department, said Britain had 
arbitrarily declared vast expanses of the high 
seas closed to ships and aircraft of other coun- 
tries. These actions clearly contradict the 
1958 convention on the high sea and. conse- 
quently, are regarded by the Soviet side as 
unlawfuL, the sfatement said. 

U.S. bases figure 
in Athens parley 

ATHENS. May 1 5 (Agencies) — LLS. Sec- 
retary of State Alexander Haig mer Greek 
Prime Minister Andreas Papandreou Satur- 
day hoping to set the stage for a new agreem- 
ent on U.S. military bases without inflaming 
Greek-Turkish tensions- 
Haig arrived from Ankara, his first stop 
on a week-long overseas trip, where he called 
for the two Mediterranean rivals to resolve 
their disputes over the Aegean peacefully. 

In his Ankara remarks, Haig sought to sid- 
estep a delicate issue posed by Greek calls for 
Washington to issue a statement backing 
Greek sovereignty in event of outside attack 
— a veiled reference to Turkey. Greece has 
interpreted an April 19, 1976 letter from 
then-Secretary of State Henry Kissinger as a 
prom ise to back it in case of an attack. 

Haig, asked repeatedly whether the Kissi- 
nger letter remained valid, said: ‘Tm aware 
that there’s a letter of the kind referred to. in 
tbe files, and that's where it is." Renewal of 
the U.S. commitment is one of rhe conditions 
set by Papandreou’s Socialist government for 
renewing its approval of four major U.S. mili- 
tary bases in Greece. 

Haig was met on arrival by Greek Foreign 
Minister loannis HaralambopouJos and other 
officials. Haralambopoulos said the talks 
here would lay the groundwork for a meeting 
between Prime Minister Papandreou and 
President Reagan in West Germany next 
month.

GCC ministers 
postpone meeting 


Gulf Bureau 

KUWAIT. May 15 — The foreign minist- 
ers of the Gulf Cooperation Council postpo- 
ned their extraordinary meeting here 10 the 
end of the month to allow "the member states 
more time for further consultations and cont- 
acts in order to come out with a united Arab 
stand with regard to the issues facing them.” 

In a departure statement at Kuwait airport, 
the Kingdom's Foreign Minister Prince Saud 
Al-Faisal said the conference of the six Gulf 
Arab states did not issue a communique bec- 
ause the meeting will remain open as the 
ministers will resume their meeting May 30 in 
Riyadh. “Contacts are going on."~he said “to 
deal with ihe present situation in our region 
generally.” 

The GCC which groups the Kingdom. 
Kuwait, L^AE, Qatar. Bahrain and Oman, 
decided to hold a special meeting to study ‘he 
situation in the region, specially the ongoing 
Iraq-Iran war which has taken extraordinary 
dimensions recently with a major battle, for 
Khorramshahr. threatening to flare up any 
time with grave losses for both sides. 

Two days before the meeting, the GCC 


Secretary General Abdullah Bishara said in a 
press interview that all .Arab states must 
share the financial burden of supporting Iraq 
in its war with Iran. 

“It is totally unacceptable." he was quoted 
as saying" that the Gulf states should bear the 
burden alone, especially as they shoulder 
other commitments regarding crucial issues." 

Btshnra said rhe realities in which the Gulf 
lives today require a clearer and more serious 
Arab stand toward the war. which constitutes 
a direct threat to the other states of the region 
and an attrition of their potential. 

“It was on this premise that the emergency 
meeting of the foreign ministers had to he 
called.” he said. 

Before Saturday’s meeting commenced. 
Kuwait's Foreign Minister Sheikh Sabah al 
Ahmad requested reporters not to ask quest- 
ions as the ministers were not authorized to 
answer them at that stage. At the end of the 
meeting. Prince Saud said it was found neces- 
sary to allow the governments concerned 
more time to bring about “a crystallized Arab 
stand about the situation in our region, speci- 
ally as regards the Iraqi-Iraniun conflict."

Iranians shell Khorramshar 


TEHRAN, May 15 (Agencies) — The Ira- 
nian Navy has shelled Iraqi positions in the 
port of Khorramshar, destroying an ammuni- 
tions dump and an observation post, an Iran- 
ian military communique published in Satur- 
day's papers claimed. The communique gave 
no clue to the position of the vessels. 

It added that Iraqi forces had shelled the oil 
city of Abadan, some 18 kms to the west, 
causing casualties and damage. The report 
gave no details. 

The organ of the ruling party. Islamic Rep - 
ublic , claimed Saturday that on Thursday 
Iranian forces had penetrated 20 kms inside 
Iraqi territory. The newspaper said the oper- 
ations lasted 20 hours. Iranian troops seized a 
“large stock of ammunition," leaving 120 


Iraqi soldiers dead and some 40 wounded. it 
claimed. 

Official Iranian figures claimed 5.124 Iraqi 
troops, including 1 68 senior officers and 863 
junior officers have been taken prisoner since 
the offensive was launched April 30. 

Islamic Republic also reported that the 
commander of the revolutionary guards on 
the western front had “died as martyr with 
three companions" fighting the Iraqis. 

In Tehran, the Iranian government warned 
Arab states of the Gulf Saturday that thev 
would "undoubtedly sustain losses” if they 
came to Iraq's rescue in the war. The warning 
came in a statement issued by the Iranian 
Foreign Ministry. 
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Kingdom, 
Korea agree 
to promote 
cooperation 

SEOUL. May 15 (R) — Saudi Arabia and 
South Korea have agreed to promote capital 
and industrial links and increase trade, 
agricultural, technical and cultural coopera- 
tion, a government spokesman said Saturday. 

The agreement was reached at a four-dav 
government-level joint committee meeting 
which ended here Saturday. 

The two sides will work for the establish- 
ment of joint ventures between their firms to 
make steel products, petrochemical items, 
including petroleum gas storage facilities, 
chewing gum and desalination equipment, 
the spokesman said. 

The Saudi Arabian side agreed to consider 
a S50 million improve Korean port facilities 
and financial aid for economic development 
projects being undertaken with the help of 
5353 million loans from the World Bank. 

The Kingdom's delegation also promised 
favorable consideration for long-term sup- 
plies to Korea of crude oil and liquified pet- 
roleum gas. Both sides agreed to promote 
joint ventures in the Saudi industrial 
development. Saudi Agricultural personnel 
will train here. South Korea also will send 
medical doctors and railroad technicians to 
Saudi Arabia.

ISLAMABAD. May 15 (SPA) — A Pakis- 
tani Religious Affairs team will visit Saudi 
Arabia as of next Thursday ro make arrang- 
ements for accommodation, transport and 
medical facilities for some 50,000 pilgrims 
going for pilgrimage, ‘this year, it was officia- 
lly announced here. 

The first ship carrying pilgrims will sail 
from Karachi to Jeddah on July 30. while the 
first plane transporting pilgrims will take off 
for the journey on August 20 the officials 
said.

Foundation views SR234m budget 


JEDDAH, May 1 5 (SPA) — Prince Abdu- 
llah Al-Faisal chaired a meeting of the board 
of Trustees of King Faisal Welfare Foundat- 
ion here Friday. Prince Khaled Ai-Faisal, 
governor of Asir and foundation's director 
general, and Prince Saad Ai-Faisal, a mem- 
ber of the board, attended the meeting. 

Prince Khaled later stated .that the board 
discussed the foundation's estimated budget 
of nearly SR234. 4 million for the fiscal year 
1983 and approved the allocations. Out of 
rhis sum, SR 14.5 million was allocated for 
charitable projects: SR2 million for scholars- 
hips and SRI 5 J5 million for long-term charit- 
able projects such as the King Faisal Center 
for Research and Islamic Studies, he added. 

Prince Khaled said SRI 06.6 million has 
been allocated for real estate investments 
SR79.8 million for agricultural, animal husb- 


andly and economic projects and SRI 6 mill- 
ion for meeting ihe current expenses of the 
foundation and its projects. He added that 
expenses will be covered from the foundat- 
ion’s investments revenues and cash donati- 
ons to be received during 1983. 

The prince said the foundation's budget 
allocations are spent on welfare and investm- 
ent projects which increase the foundation's 
revenue and, consequently, enhance its chari- 
table activities. 

The King Faisal Foundation was establis- 
hed under a royal order in 1 976 by the sons of 
the late King Faisal. They contributed the 
initial funding for the organization. The fou- 
ndation’s funds are invested to build up capi- 
tal and reserves and the net income is used to 
support philanthropic programs, projects and 
grants.

BEIRUT. May 15 (R) — Syrian President 
Hafez Al-Assad arrived in Libya Friday for 
talks designed to counter moves by some 
Arab states to improve relations with Egvpt. 

The official Libyan news agenev reported 
Assad's arrival and said he had met Libyan 
leader Muammar Qaddafi but it did not give 
details of their talks. In Damascus. Syrian 
officials said Assad would also visit Algeria 
and the aim of his tour was to coordinate 
opposition to moves by Arab states toward 
restoring normal relations with Egypt. 

All but three Arab states decided to imp* 
ose a political and economic boycott on 
Egypt after it signed a peace treaty w’ith Israel 
in 1979. But since Israel handed back to 
Egypt the last section of the occupied Sinai in 
April some Arab governments have been 
seeking ways of improving relations with 
Cairo.

Fairbanks gives 
report to Haig 

ANKARA. May 15 (AP) — U.S. mediator 
Richard Fairbanks arrived here From Cairo 
and presented U.S. Secretary of State Alexa- 
nder Haig with a firer-hand report on his dis- 
cussions with Israel and Egypt on resuming 
the stalled Palestinian autonomy talks, the 
official Middle East News Agency said. 

Fairbanks arrived in Cairo Tuesday and 
discussed with President Hosni Mubarak and 
top Egyptian officials obstacles facing the 
autonomy talks. The U.S. sponsored talks. 
started 1979. are stalled because Israel insists 
they be held in occupied Jerusalem and Egypt 
refuses. An American proposal that the talks 
be held in Washington has been rejected by 
Israel. 

The U.S. envoy, who visited Israel before 
coming to Cairo, outlined “some new ideas" 
based on his talks, to Egyptian Foreign Minis- 
ter Hassan Ali Friday, the newspaper Al 
Ahram said. 

The government news agency said Ali ass- 
erted Egypt's position that the Palestinians 
should have full autonomy during a five-year 
transitional period specified by the Camp 
David accords. Ali said the Israelis should 
create the proper atmosphere to encourage 
the Palestinians to join the Camp David pro- 
cess.

In the 
town itself. Israeli troops dispersed High 
school children with shots in the air. 

To the south, in Halhul. Palestinian flags 
flew from schools in defiance of a two-week 
curfew. vV it nesses reported that at nearby 
Daeiya. Israeli troops, which have blockaded 
the village all week, had strengthened barbed 
wire barriers and received reinforcements. 

Palestinian schools were on strike, but at 
vVcst Bank universities, notably Bir Zeit and 
An Najah. in Nablus. Israeli troops barred 
students from entry.

BEIRUT. May 15 (AFP) — Furouk Kad- 
doumi. Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) "foreign minister." might go to the 
United States'in mid-June at the invitation of 
a group or Congressmen, the Lebanese 
newspaper Al -Nahar reported Saturday. 

Quoting the PLO observer at the United 
Nations. Sehdi Tara/i. Al -Nahar said that the 
invitation came from Lee Hamilton (Democ- 
rat. Indiana), president nf the European and 
Midcast Attain Committee in Congress. 

In New Delhi, it was olticially announced 
that PLO Chairman Yasser Aral at will pay a 
three-day official visit to India from May 2 1 
at the invitation of Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi. 

2 Lebanese soldiers 
killed in ambush 

BE I RUT. 'May 15 (AFP) — Two Leban- 
ese regular army soldiers were killed Satur- 
day in an ambush by members of the dissident 
"Army of Arab Lebanon" near the southern 
port of Sidon. it was reported. Eleven other 
soldiers and two dissident militants were 
wounded. 

Correspondents in Sidon said three Leban- 
ese army jeeps were burned out by nickels 
fired in the ambush. Tension was high in the 
port city with sporadic gunfire Saturday mor- 
ning and rhere were unconfirmed repons of 
mutual kidnappings by ALA and the regular 
ormv.

Iran mosque 

BEIRUT. May 15 (AP) — Four persons 
were injured when a bomb exploded Satur- 
day morning at a Tehran mo>que named for 
Iran's leader Ayatollah Khomeini, the olfi- 
eial Iranian news agency Irna reported. 

Irna said the Khomeini Mosque was 
located in south Tehran, on the opposite side 
of the capital from Khomeini's residence and 
offices. The bomb, concealed in a handbag, 
had been left in the mosque's reception 
office. Irna said. It exploded at X a.m. local 
lime (i)o30 GMT) just before the weekly 
meeting ot members of the Islamic Associa- 
tions of Bazaar and Guildsmen. a group of 
about 5<W Khomeini loyalists, according to 
the agency's dispatch. 

The explosion shattered windows in the 
m«>sque. Irna said. It said none of those 
injured was seriously hurt. The brief rep«»rt 
gave no indication of the victims’ identities. 
While no specific group was blamed for the 
bomb Ima concluded its dispatch by say- 
ing: ".Past experience has shown that any- 
time a victory is achieved in the warfnmts. 
counterrevolutionaries carry out such futile 
activities in a \ain attempt to distract the 
people's attention from these achievements." 


ISLAMABAD. May 15 (R) — Afghan 
Foreign Minister Shah Muhammad Dost 
hopes for a practical outcome from United 
Nations-sponsored talks in Geneva next 
month involving his country* and neighboring 
Pakistan and Iran.

President Mobutu Sese Seko of Zaire has decided to re- 
establish diplomatic relations with Israel in defiance of- an- 
4^ican resolution ^ai^Vjdomg- sip -until {Israel had -pu! Ied.o4tr[ 
from the occupied Arab territories. He. has, therefore, flouted 
African consensus and severely strained his relationships-with' 
the Arab world. • 

There had been indications that Mobutu would do so late 
last year but he was quick to deny it although he did cite then 
the normalization of Egyptian-Israeli relations as an excuse 
for his country to restore relations with the Zionist state. 

Zaire was saved by Arab troops and finances from dismem- 
berment when opposition groups marched from Angola in 
1977 to control Shaba province. The Zairean army, poorly 
disciplined and armed could not stand up to the attack and 
broke down. 

In the first instance, Moroccan troops and Arab contributi- 
ons drove away the invaders and secured the province for 
Mobutu whose hold on the rest of the country is at best 
nebulous. When the opposition struck again, and once more 
the Zairean troops either gave way in sympathy with them, or 
merely collapsed, Mobutu had to call on the Belgian comma- 
ndos to save his shaky regime. 

In the meantime, the Arab states and Arab-funded institut- 
ions have been helping his country with development aid, 
although it has been acknowledged by his American friends 
that most foreign aid to Zaire is looted by senior officials and 
officers. Very little aid actually seeps down to the people who 
need it most. 

It may be assumed, therefore, that Mobutu succumbed to 
intense American pressure to open the way for Israel to return 
to Africa. 

There must be a firm and immediate Arab reaction to the 
Zairean challenge with a complete ban on further economic 
aid and financing in addition to downgrading of diplomatic 
relations. 

The Zairean move is not unrelated to the Costa Rican 
decision to shift its embassy in the Zionist state to occupied 
Jerusalem for both actions are American test balloons, y 

Saudi Arabian press review 

Saturday's newspapers expres- 
sed confidence that Saturday’s 
Gulf Cooperation Council (GCC) 
foreien ministers conference in 
Kuwait will be able to devise a 
"workable formula" to end the 
Iraq-Iran war. 

Al-Jadrah stressed that any 
delay in ending the war would 
endanger the Gulf s security and 
stability-. The paper urged Gulf 
leaders to free the region from the 
dangerous consequences and init- 
iate urgent measures to seek a 
peaceful settlement of the dispute. 

It asserted that it was the Gulfs 
regional responsibility to contain 
the conflict in the Arab and Isla- 
mic interest.

NATO seeks 
to mend rift on 
East-West ties

BRUSSELS - 

Western foreign ministers, seeking a show of 
unity at a coming NATO summit, will try next week 
to reconcile Atlantic differences on East- West rela- 
tions. Besides the Falklands crisis, the main issue at 
the largely preparatory ministerial meeting, starting 
in Luxembourg on Monday, will be whether 
detente still has a role to play in NATO's dealings 
with Moscow. 

.detente, alongside dete rrence. reaffinTied as one of . , , 
'the' “twin 1 pillars* 1- of NATd’ iwVf^-'Preslcient' 
Reagan would prefer to substitute the word 
“dialogue", holding that detente as perceived in the 
1970s lulled the West into a false sense of security 
while giving the Soviet Union time to build up its 
military might. 

The NATO foreign ministers, in a review of 
East- West relations, will assess arms control pros- 
pects in the light of President Reagan’s offer last 
weekend to begin strategic arms reduction talks 
(START) with Moscow by the end of June. 

The 15-nation alliance is expected to welcome 
the U.S. initiative, seen by West Europeans as likely 
to have a favorable effect on U.S.-Soviet talks in 
Geneva on limiting medium-range nuclear missiles 
in Europe, diplomats said. 

U.S. Secretary of State Alexander Haig, arriving 
in Luxembourg after visits to Turkey and Greece, is 
expected to raise the controversial issue of Western 
technology transfers to countries of the Communist 
Warsaw Pact 

Diplomats at NATO headquarters in Brussels 
said the problem will be kept under review by 
NATO's conference of national armaments direc- 
tors. They said the foreign ministers are likely to 
note the role of trade in stabilizing East- West rela- 
tions but will stress the dangers for the West’s sec- 
urity in selling the Soviet bloc technology with a 
military potential. 

The two-day Luxembourg session will set 
guidelines for the June summit, the first NATO 
meeting to be attended by Reagan. 

The foreign ministers are expected to agree that 
a Soviet military buildup. Soviet actions in 
Afghanistan and support for martial law in Poland 
show that NATO countries must have the will and 
capability’ to defend themselves at any level. 

West German Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher is likely to propose intensified consulta- 
tions between the United States and its allies 
through informal meetings as well as the tw ice- 
yearly regular sessions of NATO ministers. 
Genscher believes informal meetings could do 
much to close a gap in perceptions across the Atlan- 
tic. 

“West- West" relations have been strained in 
recent months over what is seen in Western Europe 
as an unnecessarily harsh approach of the Reagan 
administration toward the Soviet Union and over 
casual remarks by U.S. officials on nuclear policy. 
Ameri(|3n doubts about Europe’s will to defend- 
itself have been matched by European suspicions 
that the United States might sometime be led to 
fight a limited nuclear war in Europe. Such specula- 
tion has been denied in Washington. 

U.S. pressure for recession-hit West European 
countries to increase their defense spending is 
another irritant. 

Although transatlantic economic relations and 
financial or monetary policies are outside the scope 
of NATO, the ministers are expected to say that 
recovery of Western economies is essential to the 
alliance's defense effort. 

Diplomats said West European- U.S. strains had 
eased recently, noting that Washington has sof- 
tened its earlier strong opposition to NATO mem- 
bers taking part in a controversial Soviet gas pipeline 
project. 

Despite tough rhetoric. Reagan has also allayed 
European concern by proposing a summit meeting 
with Presidenr Leonid Brezhnev, showing he is.not 
opposed to a continuing dialogue. The opening of * 
the U.S.-Soviet missile talks in Geneva, last 
November and the projected launching of the 
START negotiations have also helped reassure 
Europeans, diplomats said. (R) . - ■ ’ 


Falklands crisis poses crucial test to U.N. chief

NEW YORK — 

In the conflict-ridden history of the United Nati- 
ons there has never been a situation quite like this 
one: a sudden war from which neither side dare pull 
out without the risk of toppling its government back 
home. 

Searching their long memories, veteran members 
of the Secretariat can compare its potential for 
rapid escalation and global disaster only with that of 
the Cuban missile crisis — but even that was easier 
to solve. In the Falklands the national stakes are 
higher and the space for negotiation narrower. Bri- 
tain and Argentina have locked themselves into 
positions from which there is practically no room 
for bargaining.

CAIRO. Egypt, (AP) — "When Muham- 
mad Abdel-Hamid Rad wan toured the Egyp- 
tian Museum, he was appalled: dirty floors 
and dingy walls, faulty fire protection equip- 
ment, broken toilets, priceless antiquities 
displayed like bric-a-brac. 

The casually dressed Egyptian did not teU 
the ticket saleslady, who.had'no change, the 
loafing cleaners or the guard puffing on a 
cigarette under a no smoking sign that he was 
minister of culture, and thus keeper of 
Egypt's ancient treasures and master of the 
museum. 

He returned to his office, dismissed the 
museum director, sales lady and many others. 

.The dramatic' premiere of Egypt’s first 
full-time minister of culture in seven years 
drew little attention coming as it did 12 days 
after the assassination of late President 
Anwar Sadat, who appointed Radwan on 
Oct. 1 . but Radwan' s purging of the museum 
appears to have been the beginning of a revo- 
lution in the culture ministry. . . 

The museum is now getting $11.6 million 
facelift, its exhibits are being reorganized and 
Radwan has won the admiration of many who 
considered the museum a -disgrace. 

The 41-year-old lawyer, who in 1971 was 
the youngest man ever elected to the People's 
Assembly, followed the museum purge with a 
string of surprising moves, aU showing a flair 
for publicity and Egyptian politics, and a 
drive to restore dignity and prestige to 
Egypt's cultural heritage. 

With President Hosni Mubarak’s approval. 
Radwan signed the order to raze Sadat” s rest- 
house and many other summer bungalows 
near the great pyramids south of Cairo. The 
ostensible reason was that seeping sewage 
was earing the foundations of the monume-

ms. Radwan traveled to London to ask the 
British Museum to return its piece of the 
Sphinx’s beard. Radwan wants to use the mis- 
sing part, together with fragments in the Egy- 
ptian museum, to restore the beard and fores- 
tall the danger of its head toppling off. 

He does nor rule out other requests for the 
return of some of the tens of thousands of 
Egyptian artifacts in museums from New 
York to Leningrad, but he said such requests 
will always be linked to restoration. 

To the dismay of King Tut fans. Radwan 
signed a decree banning the display outside 
Egypt of the SS richest pieces of the Tutank- 
hamon collection. 

He was responding to an uproar in ffie 
parliament over the slight damage done to 
Tufs death mask while on display in west 
Berlin. “You can never insure proper safegu- 
ards for these things, and if rite plane goes 
down, no amount of insurance will restore 
these artifacts,” he said. 

Radwan and his hand picked antiquities 
organization director, Ahmad Kadry, pushed 
through the -final improvements needed to 
open the “Solar Boo” museum beside the 
pharaoh Cheop’s pyramid. The museum hou- 
ses the magnificent, 43-meter-kmg wooden 
boat. 

Radwan says the reason he can change 
things now is that there is a full-fledged minis- 
try for culture. For seven years before, cult- 
ure had been the second responsibility of the 
minister of education or information. 

Radwan brought to the job a reputation for 
working long hours during a six day week and 
a knowledge of politics culled from 1 1 years 
in parliament, the last four as speaker. 

Recently Radwan was on television selling 
parliament a plan to' locate a $90-miHk>n 
museum complex on the southern tip of 
Zamalek. He also is pressing for a new mus- 
eum. in the southern city of Aswan. * 



International spying 
at home in Switzerland 
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PICTURESQUE SPECTACLE: Officially classed as one of the ‘Seven Wonders of the 
World,’ Egypt’s pyramids and many other antiquities are being closely scrutinized by the 
ministry of antiquities to determine the best way to preserve them.

GENEVA, Switzerland (AP) — Switzerl-. 
ancfs political neutrality, technological achi- 
evement and central location have long attra- 
cted businessmen and tourists — the same 

national advantages have also anracted spies 
— who use Switzerland's neutral territory for 
their shadowy and sometimes mess)' busin- 
ess. 

The federal ministry' of justice and police 
says 240 cases of espionage have been uncov- 
ered in Switzerland since 1948. In two-thirds 
of the cases, Soviets and other East Europe- 
ans were implicated — often operating under 
diplomatic cover. 

In the past 16 months, at least five Soviet 
diplomats suspected of illegal intelligence- 
gathering have been ordered out of the' coun- 
try. 

“Considering the large number of cases, 
there's no doubt there's quite a lot of espion- 
age activity in Switzerland says Ulrich Krebs, 
a spokesman for rhe justice and police minis- 
try. “It’s very, very attractive for spying, obv- 
iously." 

Foreign agents in Switzerland have been 
detected seeking confidential banking infor- 
mation. spying on exiles pursuing industrial 
and technological secrets and gathering intelli- 
gence about third countries. ' 

Perhaps the country’s most fertile zone for 
intrigue is Geneva, which Krebs said seems to 
hold “a special attraction" for spies. Geneva 
police concede espionage is an “ intense" pur- 
suit in rhis city, which is home to 1 22 diplom- 
atic missions, 14 major international organi- 
zation and the European headquarters of the 
United Nations. 

Western agents, though their numbers are 


understood to be fewer, are also at work. A 
veteran Geneva police source said that for 
Western and Eastern agents operating in 
Geneva diplomats from Third World countr- 
ies ars favorite targets. 

"It's an intense fight." said the source, who 
has served in Geneva's small but efficient 
counter espionage service. "The two powers 
are always trying to penetrate Third World 
countries ... by using diplomats as intermedi- 
aries." 

A strong Soviet espionage presence has 
long been suspected at Geneva's sprawling 
U.N. complex. 

For all the activity, espionage rarely prod- 
uces public sensation in Switzerland. The 
most memorable case was the trial and convi- 
ction in 1977 of a Swiss brigadier general. 
Jean-Louis Jeanmaie. on charges of passing 
national defense secrets to Soviet military 
attaches stationed in Bern, the Swiss capital. 

Allegations of international espionage 
often incite diplomatic rows. Federal officials 
sum bitted a formal protest to the Soviet emb- 
assy in March after two Russian diplomats 
were ordered out of Switzerland. One was 
accused of third-country spying, the other, of 
seeking to induce a Swiss citizen to supply 
information from the foreign affairs ministry.

One result nJf' due-on-sale demands are 
“silent sales”. which beat high financing costs 
by keeping the S&Ls or other lenders in the 
dark — simply not teUing the bank, for exam- 
ple, when you sell your home. These secrets 
naturally cost the S&Ls dearly, for they have 
billions of funds tied up in loahs that are 
returning well under l'O percent annually. 
Rolling over loans like these would boost 
profits. But rollovers come only with new 
financing, which usually comes with sales — 
and of course, knowledge of sales.

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In wake of widespread destruction 
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China working on environmental development

PEKING (L AT)- Twenty- live years ago. 
China look "grain as the key link " in aaricul- 
ture and. in the words of the country's leading 
ecologist, “nearly destroyed the environment 
in which one-quarter of mankind lives.” 

Lakes were drained, forests, chopped 
down, hills leveled, pastures ploughed up. 
wetlands filled in — all to grow more rice and 
wheat for the country's burgeoning populat- 
ion . 

" This was an eco logical disaster, for not the 
slightest amount of attention was paid to the 
natural balance ol the environment, even to 
what would grow well in an area." said Prof. 
Hou Xucyu. an American-educated soil scie- 
ntist who is working to correct the damase. 

“Grain production did rise in the short 
term, but future generations were being con- 
demned to famines and floods. We are start- 
ing to see these natural disasters already. Had 
we continued to disregard the ecological bal- 
ance. we would have destroyed ihe'env iron- 
mem that must support I "billion Chinese. 
And in a rather short time we would have 
adversely affected the rest of the world — we 
could have precipitated a global environmen- 
tal crisis." 


Nearly a fifth of the country, including 
much of its bust farmland, now suffers Irom 
serious soil erosion, largely because of over- 
cultivation and extensive lumbering. 

Between them. China's two main rivers, 
the Yellow and the Yangtze, now carry away 
about I million acres of farmland a year — 
enough to feed at least 22 million people here 
— because of poor soil erosion controls. 

The same sort of deforestation that, as 
early as the 3rd century BC. turned the Yel- 
low River into “China's sorrow.” changing 
course, every hundred years and flooding 
adjacent farmland as often as every three 
years, has begun to do the same to the upper 
reaches ol the Yangtze. 

Heavy Lumbering on mountain slopes 
above the Yangtze in southwestern China's 
Sichuan prov incc was blamed by Chinese off- 
icial*. for devastating floods that left 750 dead 
and caused billions of dollars in damage in the 
province last summer. 

More than 3.2 million acres of lakes — an 
area nearly as large as Lake Superior and 
Lake Huron, the two biggest of the American 
Great Lakes — has been taken in land recla- 
mation since the late 1 950s. leading to such 
climatic changes as less rainfall and to sharp

drop in the availability of freshwater fish in 
many places. 

A* fifth of the country's grasslands have 
become almost desert as a result of attempts 
to turn pasture into farmland for grain cultiv- 
ation. and the amount of grass in other areas 
K down by nearly half. 

Overall. China's deserts have increased by 
more than 25.000 square miles, an area rou- 
ghly equivalent to the Mojave and Colorado 
deserts, since 1949. when the Communist 
Party came to power. And 91 percent of the 
growth by official estimates is due to "impro- 
per economic activities.” 

The catalogue of environmental destruct- 
ion goes on — a 50 percent drop in rainfall in 
the northeastern province of Heilingjiang 
since 1 955 as forests were cut from the moun- 
tains there: three-qui . ters of the virgin tropi- 
cal forests cut down on Hainan Island off 
China’s southern coast: dust storms in Peking 
so severe that the air turns yellow for days nn 
end; industrial pollution in the major cities as 
bad- as in any American factory' town. 

But this is stopping, says Hou. who is 
known abroad as Hsioh-Yu Hou. and China 
is changing its developing strategy to protect 
the environment and restore the ecological

We have an only daughter who most say is extremely beautiful. Of 
course, as parents, wo don't disagree. But, we’ve been looking at her 
face and overlooking the rest of her. 

As a mother. I should have observed that when she was still a 
pre-teen, her spine was getting crooked. Not until years later, when I 
had her to the doctor for treatment or a bad chest cold, did 1 learn that 
she has a severe scoliosis. 

It kills me to think that for years I've overlooked her hack trouble. 
But. at last we're doing something about it. 

Our daughter is still a beautiful teenager, but now we’re doing 
something about keeping the rest of her body “beautiful.'' As I said. 
I'm writing to warn other mothers w ho may be overlooking a serious 
scoliosis in their children. — Mrs. W. 

Dear Mrs. W: Thanks lor your note. Ii will alert many mothers and 
save children from unnecessary suffering. 

Scoliosis, lateral curvature of the spine, many begin in infancy, but 
is common in adolescence. Discovered early i either by school nurse, 
doctor or parents), it can be prevented from becoming serious by use 
of proper exercises. 

Overlooked, and to prevent serious complications later in life, use 
of electrical stimulation, body brace or operation is essential.

Dear Mrs. G.: The bathroom is not the ideal place for storing 
medicines. Often ihey lose their effectiveness unless kept dry and 
cool. Find such a place in your home. But. as always, keep the 
medicine chest locked so vour children can't get into It.

For Mrs. U.: Remember that sodium is an essential mineral for 
good health and life. But in overabundance, it can be harmful to 
patients with hypertension or heart disease. (Sodium and salt are not 
the same. Salt — sodium chloride — is about half sodium.). 

As you have liy pertension. you should be warned about taking so 
much bicarbonate of soda tor your indigesrion. Baking soda (sodium 
bicarbonate) is something I do not recommend for a patient with 
your condition. Have you told your doctor how much of it you take 
every day?

For Mr. L.: The correct diagnosis is important. Is your chest pain 
due to coronary artery spasm? if ECGs and other tests indicate this is 
the factor in your pain, newer drugs may he more effective in control- 
ling it — for example, calcium antagonists like Verapamil and Nifed- 
ipine.

A reforestation program was authorized by 
the national People's Congress in December 
with the goal of planting 2 billion to 3 billion 
trees annually so that eventually a fifth of 
China's 3.7 million square miles will be fores- 
ted. Only 12.7 percent of China is now in 
Forest. 

Hou. 70. director of the Chinese Academy 
-of Sciences laboratory of plant ecology' and 
geobotany, was instrumental in the key gove- 
rnment decisions to begin agricultural divers- 
ification and to launch the reforestation cam- 
paign. His arguments were based on extens- 
ive field work and neariv 50 years of experie- 
nce. 

“These are major policy changes, a compl- 
ete reorientation in our development plans." 
Hou said. ‘We still have problems, but they 
are not os difficult and are not a result of 
national policy as much as local planning mis- 
takes." 

Hou is now turning his attention to work- 
ing out environmentally sound development 
programs in various parts of the country.

The :s.‘ain party member was 
Yolanda Rivas de Carcamo, an unsuccessful 
candidate in the March 28 Constituent Ass- 
embly election. 

Leftist guerrillas, meanwhile, said 70 army 
soldiers killed four men and abducted three 
teenagers Wednesday from a hacieDda 96 
kins east of here that had been occupied by 
rebels Fighting to overthrow the government. 
An army spokesman denied the claim by the 
rebels’ radio. 

Jose Antonio Morales Ehrlich, a Christian 
Democrat member of the former Salvadoran 
junta, said a gunman killed Mrs. Carcamo, 
35, near her shop in San Salvador's Modelo 
market Wednesday. The next day, he said. 


armed men pulled Cruz off a bus during the 
32 kins trip from his town and shot him. 

At least 80 Christian Democrat mayors 
have been killed in El Salvadors political 
violence since being named by the junta that 
ruled from October 1979 until two weeks 
ago. Morales Ehrlich said. 

He blamed the slayings of Cruz and other 
mayors on rightists opposed to the land redis- 
tribution and other reforms decreed by the 
junta to undercut support for guerrillas.

John W. Hinckley Jr. was unable to apprec- 
iate the wrongfufness of bis conduct when 
he shot President Ronald Reagan on March 
30. 1981, because or his mental state, a 
psychiatrist testified Friday. 

Dr. William T. Carpenter, a key defense 
witness, told a federal trial jury that Hinck- 
ley suffered from schizophrenia, a mental 
illness that caused him to withdraw from 
reality. The defendant's mental state at the 
time of the assassination attempt made it 
impossible for him to make his conduct con- 
form with the law. Carpenter testified. 

. The Maryland psychiatrist, who intervi- 
ewed Hinckley for a total of 45 ‘ hours before 
his trial, was called to testify in U.S. district 
court by defense lawyers who contend that 
Hinckley was insane at the time of the shoo- 
l ting and thus not responsible for his actions. 


. Hinckley, the 26-year -old dropout son of 
an oil company executive, has pleaded not 
guilty on grounds of insanity' to charges aris- 
ing from the shooting in which Reagan and 
three other men were wounded. Carpenter 
said he had decided almost by accident to 
try to kill the president. 

He said Hinckley's isolation deepened 
after he failed in his efforts in the autumn of 
1 ySO to win the attention of teenage actress 
Jodie Foster, who was a student' at Yale. 
The psychiatrist said Hinckley then consid- 
ered various plans including killing himself 
in From of Miss Foster, shooting her and 
then killing himself, or shooting a professor 
and several students in a class she attended. 

Hinckley briefly considered killing Sen. 
Edward Kennedy and even thought of try- 
ing to smuggle a gun into the congressional 
visitors* gailerty and shooting a number of 


representatives. 

The psychiatrist said Hincklev also conc- 
octed a scheme to hijack a plane and dem- 
and that Reagan leave the White House to 
him. He would then be joined by Miss Fos- 
ter and they would both be killed when the 
building was stormed by the authorities. 

Hinckley's “final break from reality" 
came when his parents, on the advice of a 
psychiatrist, rejected his pleas in March. 
1981. to be allowed to stav at the familv 
home. 

■Carpenter said that after that rebuff. 
Hinckley traveled to California and inten- 
ded to return to New Haven. Connecticut, 
where Yale is situated, to carry out one of 
his violent schemes. But he decided to tra- 
vel via Washington, where he discovered 
President Reagan would be speaking at the 
Washinton Hotel. 


WHO undecided on Third World medicines 


GENEVA. May 1 5 (R) — The World Hea- 
lth Organization (WHO) Friday closed its 
two-week annual assembly undecided on 
how to deal with the growing issue of drug 
supplies for the Third World. 

The 157-member organization resisted 
pressure to introduce a marketing code to 
control global drug sales, similar to the contr- 
oversial code on sales of baby milk formulas 
passed last year. It also agreed to continue 
talks with pharmaceutical firms which have 
offered to supply drags to developing countr- 
ies at favorable prices. 

Film festival 
opens in Cannes 

CANNES, France, May 15 (Agencies) — 
The 35th annual Cannes film festival opened 
Friday night with *a cast of thousands. 
Organizers of the event said 12,000 profes- 
sionals from the film industry and 3,000 
journalists have Hocked to this Meditene- 
nian resort for the two-week festival which 
ends May 26. ■

screening of the reconstituted version of D. 
W. Griffith's classic intolerance. French Cul- 
tural Minister Jack Law was present for the 
opening gala as was French singer Charles 
Aznavour. ■ ■

nes during the festival. Only 22 films, how- 
ever. have been selected to compete for the 
"Golden Palm" awards. This year's com- 
petitors include films from 12 countries, 
including China, the Soviet Union, Senegal, 
Cub3. Algeria and the United States. 


Health lobbyists from a group named Hea- 
lth Action International, supported by deleg- 
ations from Sweden, the Netherlands and 
several Third World states, scorned the offer 
by the International Federation of Pharmac- 
eutical Manufacturers' Associations 
(IFPM A) as a device to open new drug mark- 
ets for private profit. They accused the firms 
of selling developing countries unneeded 
drugs at high prices, Tlie IFPM A defended its 
offer but declined to discuss prices. 

The assembly said it would continue to 
support a WHO program promoting 200 
drugs it considers essential for economical 
and effective health programs in developing 


countries. 

Also in connection with drugs for the Third 
World, the assembly endorsed a plan for 
WHO to take out patents on medicines disc- 
overed through research it has funded. The 
move will allow the organization to develop 
and have marketed drugs which are conside- 
red unprofitable by private indusrrv. 

Two Middle Eastern issues also surfaced. 
The assembly condemned Israel for what it 
said were worsening health conditions in the 
occupied territories. But it put off until next 
year any decision on moving the Eastern 
Mediterranean regional office from Alexan- 
dria, Egypt, to Amman. 


WASHINGTON. May 15 tRl — A judge 
Friday threw out the conviction of former 
Florida Congressman Richard Kelly, the only 
Republican involved in a controversial inves- 
tigation in which FBI agents posed as rich 
Arabs fry ing to buy influence. U.S. district 
court judge William Bryam also granted new 
trials for Kelly and two co-dcfcndams convic- 
ted along with him in January. 19SI . on gro- 
unds that the FBI (Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation) violated their rights. 

His ruling was the first major legal blow to 
the investigation dubbed Abscam. in which 
undercover agents disguised as Arab busines- 
smen tried to buy influence in Congress. The 
unprecedented investigation resulted in the 
conviction of seven members of Congress, 
including Harrison Williams of New Jersey, a 
senior Democrat who resigned earlier this 
year under threat of expulsion from the Sen- 
ate. 

Kelly was com icted of accepting a S25.000 
bribe from an FBI undercover agent. He 
admitted taking the money, but said he did so 
as part of his own investigation into the activi- 
ties of what he called "shady characters." The 
others granted retrials were Florida busines- 
sman Eugene Ciuzio and New York state 
accountant Sta Ley Weisz. 

The FBI was heavily criticized in a Senate 
debate on Williams' expulsion, with some 
senators alleging that it lured innocent mem- 
bers of Congress into committing crimes. 

Justice Department spokesman Tom Ste- 
wart said that the government would appeal 


against Bryant's decision and hoped to have it 
overturned. “We feel that judge Bryant is 
seriously w rong in this decision. His acquittal 
of Mr. Kelly will be appealed vigorously in 
the full expectation that the original verdict 
will be reinstated." Stewart said.

PEKING. May 15 iR) — China protested 
strongly to the United States Friday against 
what it called a gross infringement of diplom- 
atic privileges when U.S. officials opened 
luggage of Chinese diplomats waiting to 
board a plane in New York. 

The protest, made to a U.S. Embassy offic- 
ial summoned to the Foreign Ministry, was 
the latest incident reflecting tension between 
Washington and Peking over U.S. plans to 
sell weapons and military spare parts to the 
Nationalist China (Taiwan). 

A New China News Agency INCNA) said 
U.S. officials “in the absence of the Chinese 
passengers, went so tar a- to open, even break 
with knives and search in private scores of 
pieces of luggage of the members of the Chi- 
nese delegation and other Chinese passeng- 
ers.” The delegation, which had attended the 
law ol the sea conference at the United Nati- 
ons. lodged a verbal protest alter the incident 
Wcdncsduv. it added.

TOKYO. May 15 ( R ) — More than 50 
news agencies of nonaligned countries ended 
a three-day meeting in Pyongyang Friday 
after discussing ways to expand and strengt- 
hen news exchanges among them, the North 
Korean Centra! News Agency (KCNA) rep- 
orted Saturday. 

The agency said: "Successfully winding up 
the debate, the session unanimously adopted 
the final report on the seventh meeting of the 
coordinating committee of the new* agencies 
pool on nonaligned countries." Bui KCNA. 
monitored in Tokyo, so far has not given the 
contents of the report. 

The Py ongyang conference of the nonalig- 
ned news pool, established in 1 976. was atte- 
nded by delegates from 40 countries in Afr- 
ica. Latin America. Eastern Europe, the 
Middle East and Asia, the Korean agency 
said. 

North Korean President Kim ll-Sung. at a 
banquet for the delegates on Thursday, said 
“it is necessary to form an integrated news 
service network by linking the national news 


agencies of each country to develop intercha- 
nges and cooperation among the nonaligned 
countries in their mtormaiion service." 

The KCNA report said: "The meeting 
marked a major milestone in inducing the 
news agencies of nonaligned 
countries to attach primary importance 
of the pool's news service to the problems of 
principle arising in the expansion and devel- 
opment of the nonaligned movement, acco- 
mplish the common cause of anti-imperialism 
and independence, upholding the slogan of 
unity, and establish a new international inlo- 
rmation order on an overall scale... 

"The meeting also powerfully demonstra- 
ted that it the news agencies of nonaligned 
countries firmly unite and closely cooperate 
with each other under the slogan of collective 
self-reliance, they cap further develop the 
work of the pool, realize the aim and idea of 
the nonaligned movement and make a practi- 
cal contribution to preserving world peace 
and security." 
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Prices ease as Falklands accord hopes rise 


BRUSSELS. May 15 (AFP) ~ Britain 
announced Saturday that it was ready to acc- 
ept a one-year cut in its contribution to the 
European Economic Community (EEC) 
budget. - ' 1 

The offer, conveyed to EEC council of 
ministers chairman Leo Tindemans. opens 
the way to a possible solution oF the row 
between Entain and its nine EEC partners 
over tne raising of EEC farm prices for the 
coming year. 

London has been blocking the price rises as 
a means of pressuring the EEC to agree to 
what it considers a satisfactory long-term cut 
in its EEC budget contributions. 

Now London says it will accept a provisio- 
nal one-year cut. as long as the cut is increa- 
sed from the SOCf million European Currency 
Units (about $800 million) already proposed 
fc»y European Commission President Gaston 
Thom. 

EEC sources said the latest British offer 
also involved asking the EEC to consider an 
extension of the budget cut for several more 
years. 


Up ciil now London has been seeking a cut 
in its EEC budget contributions of more than 

Si. 000 over several years. 

The sources said Tindemans might call a 
meeting of EEC foreign ministers either 
Sunday night or on Monday to consider the 
new British offer, which they considered less 
than earth shattering. 

The foreign ministers could use the same 
meeting to discuss the extension of the EEC's 
embargo against imports from Argentina, 
which expires on Monday. 

The embargo, which must either be lifted 
or extended by Monday, is being discussed in 
Brussels by the EECs political committee. 
But the foreign ministers will have to sort out 
the issue if the committee fails to agree. 

Observers here believe, however, that Bri- 
tain's EEC partners will continue their“polit- 
ical and diplomatic" support for London on 
the Falklands crisis by extending the embargo 
for one or two weeks. This wifi give United 
Nations Secretary General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar time to continue his Falklands peace 
mission, thev said.

U.S. plane makers hard hit 


WASHINGTON, May 15 (AFP) — Uni- 
ted States commercial aircraft manufactur- 
ers, already beset by a shrinking air travel 
market, are reeling under a new shock — a 
cutback in U.S. Export-Import Bank funds to 
finance aircraft sales. 

Boeing, the world's biggest aircraft manuf- 
acturer, believes this cut will give an edge to 
its biggest competitor, the European consort- 
ium Airbus Industries, the Western world's 
number two aircraft manufacturer. 

Ex-IM Bank' s dwindling budget is schedu- 
led to be trimmed still further next year to 
S3.S billion compared to $4.4 billion this year 
and $5.5 billion last year. 

A big part of this money is used to finance 
sales of U.S. commercial aircraft to foreign 
clients. Airbus Industries, on the other hand, 
benefits from generous government export 
credits.

The shipbrokers E. A. Gibson report that 
25 VLCC s and Ultra Large Crude Carriers 
( ULCCs) are at present queueing in the Gulf 
for cargoes and another 1 0 to 1 5 axe expected 
during the next fortnight, and that the likeli- 
hood of these vessels being fixed was slight. 

There was. however, an improvement in 
activity from Indonesia, and fixtures were 
reported from there to the United States west 
coast, the Caribbean and Japan as well as to 
Singapore. 

A fair amount of demand was also reported 
from west Africa, in particular to Western 
Europe, as well as for both clean and dirty 
vessels out of the Mediterranean to various 
destinations. 

By contrast, activity dwindled in the Cari- 
bbean and the Mexican east coast, although 
some fixtures were still recorded from Mex- 
ico to Japan for both clean and dirty tonnage. 
The period market was described as “absolu- 
tely dormant”. 


LONDON, May 15 (AFP) — Commod- 
ity prices softened generally this week in 
much less volatile conditions as the feeling 
grew tbai a peaceful settlement of the six- 
week Falklands crisis may yet be possible.

Exceptions to the general trend were tin, 
which was supported again by buffer stock 
buying, nickel and cotton (with the Liverp- 
ool index at a nine-month high). 


Gold settled back to pre-Falkland levels, 
silver reached new three-year lows, and 
aluminium — at its lowest since the market 
opened in October 1987 — was a weak 
feature.

Third World producers have sup- 
ported establishment of the buffer stock 
while industrialized nations consuming most 
of the world* s traded tea opposed it. 

The United States, the only one of the 43 
countries here to express clear dissatisfaction 
with the talks, said it opposed any measures 
designed to influence supplies or price. 

Tea prices have fallen by 30 percent on the 
world market over the past 10 years, underm- 
ining the export earnings of producer countr- 


ADDIS ABABA, May 15 (AFP) — Afri- 
can energy ministers and their senior officials

Osipov said contracts for deliveries of Sov- 
iet gas bad been signed with West Germany, 
France and Italy, and talks were continuing 
with Austria, Belgium, the Netherlands, 
Greece, Spain and Switzerland. 

The East-West gas deal has been opposed 
by the Reagan administration because it fears 
Western Europe will become too dependent 
on the Soviet Union for its energy. 

Urengoi will also supply gas to various areas 
of the Soviet Union through four other pipel- 
ines to be completed by 1985. 

Osipov said the export pipeline, whose 
exact length of the Soviet-Czechoslovak fro- 
ntier will be 4,465 kilometers (2,774 miles), 
would be ready for testing by the end of 1983 
and deliveries would start by the end of 1 984. 
The pipeline route includes long stretches of 
permafrost, swamps, cliffs and hundreds of 
rivers, but Osipov said there was no doubt it 
would be completed on schedule. 

He said the .deal was significant politically 
as well as economically because it strength- 
ened political relations between the states 
involved. “It strengthens The atmosphere of 
mutual understanding and trust between par- 
tners and between people as a whole,'* he 
said. . 


PARIS, May 15 (AFP) — Unemployment 
in France is growing at a constant pace, hav- 
ing increased 17.1 percent in the 12 months 
since April last year, the French Labor Minis- 
try has announced here. 

The army of jobless numbered less than 
two million last month for the -second consec- 
utive month. But the number of registered 
jobseekers rose by 20.800 (1.1 percent) in 
April to reach 1,988,300 after seasonal adju- 
stments had been made, the ministry added 
Friday. 

Ir said the number of jobs on offer marked 
time lapse after an increase in March. The 
average registered jobseeker has been wait- 
ing about nine months for work. 

Kuwait gains 25% 
share in Hoechst 

FRANKFURT. May 15 (AFP) — Kuwait 
recently took a 25.1 percent shareholding in 
the share capital of the West German chemi- 
cals giant Hoechst AG. the newspaper Frank - 
funer Rundschau reported here Saturday. 

There have been persistant rumors of the 
move on the stock exchange here, but Hoec- 
hst declared that it had no concrete informat- 
ion on the value of shares bought by foreign 
interests, nor of the buyers’ identity. 

Hoechst has a 2,350 million mark (about 
$1 million) share capital, with each share 
approaching 120 marks (about $52). The 
share takeover would, therefore, have cost 
the Kuwaitis about 1,400 million marks 
($600 million), the newspaper estimated. 

Taipei to boost 
robot production 

TAIPEI. May 1 5 (CN A) — The Industrial 
Technology Research Institute (ITR1) plans 
to sell the technology for designing and man- 
ufacturing industrial robots to local machin- 
ery manufacturers in the middle of this year. 

The robot, the 1TRI-E model, will become 
the first of its kind to be manufactured dome- 
stically. The decision to sell the technology 
followed an 1TRI survey showing that current 
demand from local factories is 1 0,000 units of 
this kind of robot. 

The ITRl estimates that, once the transfer 
of technology has been successfully comple- 
ted and the robots go into mass production, 
their unit prices will be around NT$300,000, 
half the price of comparable robots made 
overseas.

Mitterrand, Schmidt 
pledge to back U.K. 


HAMBURG. West Germany. May 15 (R) 
— French President Francois Mitterrand and 
West German Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
pledged continuing support for Britain Satu- 
rday .in its conflict wirh Argentina over the 
Falkland islands. 

Speaking to newsmen after two days of 
private talks, they made clear they would 
back an extension of European Economic 
Community ( E EC J sanctions against Buenos 
Aires when they expire Monday. “The com- 
munity has no reason to deny Britain solidar- 
ity." Mitterrand said, adding that support was 
not conditional on Britain backing down in its 
disputes with ics EEC partners over farm pri- 
ces and a rebate in its community budget 
contribution. 

Renewing calls for a ceasefire in the South 
Atlantic. Schmidt said: "We. like France, will 
stand at Britain's side in solidarity as long as 
this conflict continues." Schmidt however 
said Bonn had taken the sanctions with a 
heavy’ heart because it enjoyed good trade 
relations with Argentina and other Latin 
American countries. "We would not like to 
lose these permanently ." he said. 

Both leaders urged strict observance of 
United Nations resolution 502. which calls 
for an Argentine withdrawal from the islands 
and a diplomatic settlement. Mitterrand said 
it was somewhat obscure who was entitled to 
sovereignty over the territory. Both made it 
dear they were reluctant to mar relations 
with Latin America. 

In a passage apparently meant to correct 
remarks Friday by his external relations mini- 
ster. Claude Cheysson. he said France did not 
link support over the Fatklands to British 
good behavior in the EEC. just as it rejected 
Britain's linkage of the farm prices and bud- 


get issues. Schmidt also criticized London for 
blocking the implementation of new agricult- 
ural prices. 

Noting the deadline for a new price agree- 
ment was next Monday, he said: “We cannot 
see any connection between this and financial 
aid to Britain. There is no such connection in 
the (EECs founding) treaties of Rome." 

Neither leader said whether they would 
suppon introducing the price rises without 
Britain, but officials said intense behind- 
the-scenes moves were under way to pressure 
British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher to 
soften her stance by Monday. Mitterrand said 
France was against making any concession ro 
British beyond the offer of an £800 million 
rebate for this year which London has already 
spurned as inadequate. 

Mitterrand said that although these press- 
ing topical issues had dominated their two- 
day private meeting, they had also discussed 
East- West disarmament and the world econ- 
omic outlook. 

Enlarging on remarks he made in a lecture 
Friday night, which departed significantly 
from NATO policy. Mitterrand said the Sov- 
iet Union could not be expected to scrap all 
its SS-20 medium-range nuclear missiles in 
return for canceling Western plans to put new 
U.S. atomic arms in Europe next year. 

The West could expect “the removal of 
some if not the disappearance of all SS-20s" 
if it halted its own rearmamenr. he said. 
U.S.-Soviet Geneva talks on nuclear disarm- 
ament in Europe should also look at reducing 
the range and destructive power of existing 
weapons systems, he said. He stressed France 
would not allow its own nuclear deterrent 
force to be included in U.S.-Soviet arms cont- 
rol talks. 


To resolve coalition crisis 

Dutch appoint mediator 


THE HAGUE. May 15 (R) — An official 
mediator appointed by Queen Beatrix Satur- 
day started trying to piece together a working 
Dutch government following the breakup of 
the country's three-party coalition. 

Piet Steenkanip. a professor of law and 
former chairman of the Christian Democrats. 
(CD A), the senior party in the old coalition, 
was named as mediator by the queen Friday 
night. She made the appointment after talks 
with all the political parties Steenkamp was 
told ro resolve the government crisis as quic- 
kly as possible but given no other detailed 
instructions, according to an official announ- 
cement. This gives him a free hand in trying to 
set up a workable coalition. 

Among the options he will certainly pursue 
is trying ro stitch back together the old 
center-left coalition of CDA. Labor and 
Democrats 66(D-66). politicians said. Labor 
resigned from the coalition Wednesday over 
its opposition to a program of spending cuts 
approved by the other two parties. But it is 
unlikely Steenkamp will succeed in rebuild- 
ing this old alliance because of the personal 
animosities and policy differences lying beh- 
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ind the breakup, they added. 

The most probable solution is a minority 
government of the CDA and D-66, politici- 
ans believe. This government would be expe- 
cted to get tacit support from the right-wing 
■ Liberal Party ( VVD), now in opposition, and 
would carry out most of the program of spen- 
ding cuts already sought by the CDA and 
D-66, who say they are urgently needed to 
curb a large government financing deficit. 

A third possibility is a formal coalition 
between Liberals. CDA and D-66. but so far 
D-66 spokesman have ruled this out. Whate- 
ver the outcome, fresh elections are generally 
expected to be held in the autumn. Steenk- 
amp's talks with the parties will be held in 
private during the weekend, and he is expec- 
ted to disclose some results Monday. 

The use of a mediator to form a coalition is 
normal practice in the Netherlands, whose 
proportional representation electoral system 
has prevented any party in modem Dutch 
history from achieving an overall parliament- 
ary majority. The coalition which broke up 
this week was put together in four months of 
negotiations after elections in May last year. 
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Soviet move 
expected 
on arms cut 

TOKYO, May 15 (AFP) — A Soviet 
propaganda chief said here Saturday Mos- 
cow would soon make a “concrete and 
realistic" proposal on strategic arms limit- 
ation and reduction in preparation for a 
summit between the United States and the 
Soviet Union. 

E.M. Tyazheljnikov, director of the 
propaganda section of the Soviet Comm- 
unist Party's central committee, also told 
the Japanese Kyodo news agency that 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan's recent 
proposal for a phased reduction in Ameri- 
can and Soviet nuclear weapons was a ploy 
to maintain the U.S. military edge over the 
Soviet Union. President Reagan made the 
proposal “under the pressure of world 
opinion to talk with the Soviet Union on 
the issue," he told Kyodo and poured 
scorn on Reagan's “peace-loving words". 

However, he said, the Soviet Union was 
serious about reaching a rational agreem- 
ent with the United States on strategic 
arms a reduction, referring to Soviet Pres- 
ident Leonid Brezhnev’s proposal for a 
Sovier-U.S. summit in Helsinki or Geneva 
this October. Tyazheljnikov termed the 
Strategic Arms Limitation Talks (SALT 
II) agreement signed in June 1979 “bala- 
nced" . suggesting that the new proposal 
would be based on the old plan. 

Study finds U.S. 
able to retaliate 

WASHINGTON, May 15 (AP) — The 
United States could mount a comprehensive 
attack on the Soviet Union even if it lost all of 
its intercontinental missiles in^ pre-emptive 
Soviet strike, a study said Saturday. 

The report, prepared by the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace, said the 
United States' “bomber and submarine for- 
ces would remain capable of executing the 
assured destruction mission many times over, 
and indeed of carrying out a comprehensive 
attack on the full range of Soviet military 
targets.” 

“There is no doubt that the United States 
will retain the capability to perform the assu- 
red destruction mission for the foreseeable 
future," it said. It also said that taking into 
account bombers and submarine-based missi- 
les. the U.S. strategic force is “not now vulne- 
rable” overall. 

But the study also said the vulnerability of 
U.S. missiles to Soviet attack does threaten to 
erode the credibility of U.S. defenses and 
increases the dangers of war. No matter how 
much it prepares itself, the United States can 
never be entirely satisfied that its defenses 
aren’t vulnerable to enemy attack, soys one 
author of the report. 

“There are not any quick fixes or soluti- 
ons... Vulnerability will always remain a pro- 
blem because of technological advances” by 
the enemy, said Joseph S. Nye Jr., a professor 
at Harvard University and co-chairman of 
the Carnegie panel that prepared the report. 
But he added it is a problem “that can be 
managed." 

The report said there are vulnerabilities in 
both the U.S. and Soviet defense systems, 
which make “any U.S.-Soviet crisis potentia- 
lly far more dangerous" because one side 
could be swayed into striking the other first if 
it feared its own defenses could be wiped out 
by the other before it had a chance to react. 

The “major vulnerability of U.S. strategic 
forces” is the survivability and endurane for 
the nation's 1,000 Minuteman intercontinen- 
tal ballistic missiles." said the study, one of 
several being produced by the panel on secur- 
ity issues. 
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Cambodian groups ‘fail’ 
to setup anti-Viet front 


BANGKOK. May 15 (AFP) — Efforts to 
form a tripartite anti- Vietnamese coalition of 
Cambodian resistance groups have failed, 
Thai Foreign Minister Sirhi Sawetasiia said 
Saturday on his return from Peking. 

“There is very little hope that the three 
parties will be meeting in Kuala Lumpur to 
discuss the formation of an anti-Vietnamese 
coalition of resistance factions,” he said at 
Bangkok's Don Muang airport. He added, 
however, that further steps would be conside- 
red when the foreign ministers of the non- 
Communist Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations (ASEAN), meet in Singapore next 
month. 

Since September last year, ASEAN — 
which links Thailand. Malaysia. Singapore, 
Indonesia and the Philippines — has been 
pressing for the formation of an alliance bet- 
ween the Chinese -backed deposed Khmer 
Rouge government and the two anti- 
communist Cambodian resistance factions 
respectively led by former head of state Pri- 
nce Norodom Sihanouk and ex-Premier Son 
Sann. head of the Khmer Peoples' National 
Liberation Front. 

Sithi began talks with Chinese leaders in 
Peking last Sunday in a last-ditch effort to 
urge China to persuade the Khmer Rouge 
government, which is still recognized at the 
United Nations, to join the proposed coalit- 
ion. He said at the airport that there was too 
much suspicion and bitterness between the 
factions for them to unite in an anti- 
Vietnamese front. 

The official Vietnamese News Agency 
(VNA) quoted the Communist daily Nfum 
Dan as saying that the discussions this week in 
Peking between the Thai foreign minister and 
Chinese officials-showed that the differences 
“in bringing about a merger of Khmer rebels 
were not easy to remove.” 

China-Portugal 
army ties sought 

PEKING. May 15 (AFP) — Communist 
China's army chief of staff, Gen.Yang Dezhi, has 
advocated the development of cooperation 
between the Chinese and Portuguese armies, 
stressing the countries" “common strategic 
interests." 

Speaking at a banquet Friday for visiting 
Portuguese Army chief of staff. Gen. Melo 
Egidio, Gen. Yang also spoke out fiercely 
against “intensified aggression and expans- 
ion by begemonists," the New China News 
Agency reported Saturday. 

“Hegemonists" is an expression which in 
China generally means the Soviet Union, but 
now sometimes also refers to the United Sta- 
tes since the Sino-American dispute over 
U.S. arms sales to the Nationalist China 
(Taiwan). The banquet marked the start of 
Gen. Egidio’s official 1 0-day visit to China, 
the first by a Portuguese Army chief of staff. 

Gen. Egidio. who visited Peking in 1980 
while governor of Macao held talks Saturday 
with Chinese Defense Minister Leng Biao. 
He will have talks with Premier Zhao Ziyang, 
Portuguese sources said. 

“To develop friendship and cooperation 
between our armed forces is in accordance 
with the interest of our people and helps safe- 
guard peace and security in the world,” Geo. 
Yang said at Friday's banquet. 

At four-million strong, the Chinese Army 
is the largest in the world numerically, but it is 
seriously underequipped. “Although China 
and Portugal have different social systems, 
they have a lot in common. To oppose hege- 
monism and safeguard world peace is where 
our common strategic interests lie,” Gen. 
Yang said. 

In his reply, Gen. Egidio attributed the 
tension in the world to the superpowers, 
NCNA said. 

Spacemen begin 
work on Salyut 

MOSCOW, May 15 (AFP) — Soviet cos.- 
monauts Anatoly Berezovoy and Valentin 
Lebedev got down to work Saturday on the 
orbital Saiyut-7 space station, which linked 
up Friday with their Soyuz T -5 space ship, 
Tass news agency reported. The two cosmon- 
auts were launched Thursday, while the space 
lab was put into orbit on April 1 9 to take over 
from a similar station which had outrun its 
useful life. 

Soviet radio said that Lt. Col. Berezovoy 
and flight engineer Lebedev spent their first 
day in the lpb activating equipment of the 
space train, but that their schedule was light 
as they were still adapting to weightlessness. 

Tass added that French cosmonaut Jean- 
Loup Chretien, due to join the team in the 
space train with two more Soviets, Vladimir 
Janibekov and Alexander Ivanchenkov. in 
the last week of June, watched the launch on ■ 
Thursday. A French reserve cosmonaut, Pat- 
rick Baudry, was also present with his two 
team mates. 

Polish arrests continue 

WARSAW, May 15 (AFP) — In the last fort- 
night, the Polish authorities have arrested 
three times as many people as they frefcd from 
detention camps late April in a move publici- . 
zed, at that time as a first step toward easing 
off martial law rule, Western observers said 
here Saturday. On *niurcday alone, according 
to a television report here a total of 636 pers- 
ons were arrested and 43 interned. 


The VNA report, monitored here, quoted 
the Nhan Dan editorial as saying that opini- 
ons on the formation of the "coalition gover- 
nment,” remained divided, with China and 
the Khmer Rouge demanding that “the 
(Khmer Rouge commander in chief) Pol Pot 
gang” be leader of the proposed group. 

Peking, meanwhile, has described the dry 
season offensive by Vietnamese forces in 
Cambodia as a “failure". The official New 
China News Agency (NCNA) said Vietnam 
had suffered a military defeat through its ina- 
bility to launch a large-scale offensive last 
month. 

“The defeat of the Vietnamese troops has 
exploded Vietnam’s myth that 'the Kampuc- 
hean situation is irreversible’. This provides 
new evidence of the -growing strength of the 
Democratic Kampuchean (Khmer Rouge) 
army and people”, NCNA said. 

Meanwhile, Austrian Foreign Minister 
Willibald Pahr, chairman of a United Nations 
ad hoc committee on Cambodia, is due in 
Peking on Monday for a week-long visit dur- 
ing which he will confer with Chinese leaders 
on developments in the troubled Indochinese 
country. 

The seven-nation U.N. “ad hoc” commit- 
tee on Cambodia was set up last year by the 
United Nations conference on Cambodia to 
explore prospects fora negotiated settlement 
to the Cambodian question. Austrian sources 
said that after his Chinese tour, Pahr might 
travel to Moscow to join Austrian President 
Rudolf Kirchscfa Jaeger, who is on an official 
visit to the Soviet Union. 

Moscow is the main ally of Vietnam which 
has maintained an estimated 200.000 troops 
in Cambodia since the ouster of the pro- 
Chinese Khmer Rouge government in Janu- 
ary 1979. 




Good Morning

There arc mistakes and mistakes. Or k 
there are mistakes and veritable lulus. I 
start with' my humble self, who sal down 
one fine June morning in 1967 and gave 
matters a deep thought, weighed, the pros 
and cons and came to the conclusion that 
we were certain to win the war which had 
just started. 

Years later, it was that same powerful 
intellect which brought itself to bear on 
the question of whether there will be a 
civil war in Lebanon. This was a question 
asked by a Western acquaintance of mine, 
who wanted, as be put it. “to avail himself 
of my expertise.” 

I pondered the question for a while, 
then came the considered answer: “A civil 
war? Here in Lebanon? Are you kid- 
ding?" 

'Hie poor fellow then went on to ask me 
where, in the event of trouble, would be 
the safest place in Beirut. A moment’s 
thought and 1 came out with it: “The hotels 
area around Zcituna.” 

I haven't heard from the fellow since, 
and I often wake up at night wondering if 
he had taken my advice and arranged "his 
affairs in such a way that he moved into 
that area just as it was attacked by all sides 
at once. 

But such howlers as these do not add up 
to much, it's the howlers of great men that 
are indelibly preserved by history. Of 
these was o.view expressed in the late thir- 
ties by Churchill, to the effect that nuclear 
weapons could not be much stronger than 
conventional ones, and that it would 
make little difference if nuclear energy 
was harnessed for military use. 

Then there was Napoleon who called 
the idea of a steam ship “utter nonsense", 
and the great inventor Edison himself who 
felt that the idea of electrical wiring will 
not catch on, so dangerous it was to life 
and limb everywhere.
